M ilton Man T alk! of D am aea Snits 
M akes Suggestions. 
Milton, Jan. 29— Editor Gazette— 
Janesville has been leading Milton of 
lase in sidewalk snits, and has abont 
a dc zen pending now, we understand; 
bat Milton has not been idle in laying 
the fonndation for this kind of philan­ 
thropy, and will yet sweep Janesville’s 
prestige into the shade. 
Janesville has thrown up the sponge 
on wooden 
walks, and 
uses 
tar 
and gravel, which afford no founda­ 
tion for damage suits, while Milton 
atill goes bravely on bai. ding wooden 
walks, each year more and more, and 
last year more than ever before. 
And 
she builds the same old fruitful kind, 
with wooden stringers underneath and 
out of sight, where no man knoweth 
when they rot. 
Milton has paid $10,000 damages on 
this same old kind of walks. 
We no­ 
tice that Janesville lately had a judg­ 
ment for the trivial sum of $2,500 
rendered against her 
in Madison, 
Id favor of a former Milton resident, 
which is good, as far as it goes; as it 
gives her a hundred fold more, laid 
up in store, than she ever had before. 
There are some scores 
of persons 
still left in Milton, who are working 
hard to keep body and soul together 
to whom a tumble on some old wooden 
sidewalk would be a Godsend. 
They would want a ooard or two 
loose in the proper place the next 
morning, and it is well if they wear 
skirts over their pants to shield the 
iDjury from 
cold winds and 
still 
colder vulgar eyes. They want a good 
re-h-ibia d jjtif wio eau give 
expert 
testimony, and then shut most other 
testimony out. 
And then a lawyer 
who is able to toll when they and the 
doctor have got the comb nation right. 
As to the construction given to the 
law by our ccur6 it is all right 
E z s a G o o d r ic h . 
P. S. 
If the ladies who wear shoes 
with paper soles, still insist on wooden 
walks; make them of inch boards 
strung on galvanized wire anchored 
only at the ends. 
While pi 'e fencing 
makes good walks, laid flit on a 
smooth grade of gravel or coal cinders 
is preferable to soil. 
An inch board 
laid on the ground where it is damp 
or wet will not rot as quick as 
a 
two-inch plank; and if well laid, they 
will hold up a horse, or a load of wood 
or coal.* 
We have tested them, and 
know. 
Each foot of lumber lays a 
square foot of walk. 
They should b9 
cut even 
aud 
square, and 
bored 
through with a machine,and when the 
grade is made they can be laid cheaply 
and rapidly. 
No nails are used and no nail heads 
are ever slicking up and they cannot 
be torn up and loosened, without 
splitting or breaking the boards. 
It is the cheapest, the best and the 
most lasting woo en walk; but we 
don’t believe in wooden walks.

Washington, Jan. 29.- The National 
Board of Trade held its second meet­ 
ing Thursday. 
F. M. Thurber of New 
York made the report on transporta­ 
tion. 
Mr. Thurber presented a state­ 
ment from a witness that in thirty- 
five years’ experience with shipping in 
the east he had never known fair treat­ 
ment for the farmers. 
They were al­ 
ways discriminated against in favor of 
the large shippers. 
The farmer, the 
witness said, is made to pay 13 cents 
a bushel to haul corn 200 miles, while 
the big shippers are given a rate of 6 
cents a bushel to Chicago, from three 
to four times as far.

Mr. Thurber said railroad managers 
were in favor of correcting this abuse, 
but the only possible way was by pool­ 
ing. 
This, however, was forbidden by 
the interstate commerce law. 
After a long and spirited discussion 
the recommendation of the committee 
favoring an amendment to the inter­ 
state commerce act so as to authorize 
pooling of railroads under the super­ 
vision and direction of the interstate 
commerce commission was voted down 
under the two-thirds rule, the board 
being nearly equally divided

subject.

until the 
water 
squeezed out contains no impurities. It 
is then allowed to lie for some time in 
pure water to rinse out the soap, and 
afterward the rinsing water is pressed 
out with the hands, when the bottle is 
dipped in water containing a little gum 
arabic in solution. 
Next the bottle is 
rolled in a clean towel and the mois­ 
ture again squeezed out with the hands, 
after which the lace is allowed to dry 
and is then removed from the glass. 
In most cases it is better to send 
soiled articles of clothing to a regular 
dry cleaner’s establishment, as ama­ 
teur attempts at removing spots and 
stains are often disastrous, and the last

“ Not one man will have to remove 
from Janesville,” he said, “ and no or­ 
der has bden issued changing the di­ 
vision end. 
I wisn you would print 
that in the Eoglish, German, Irish, 
French, Scandinavian, Polish, and Es- 
quamaux languages, so that everybody 
will understand it.” 
Business on the Chicago, A North­ 
western road has been very light of 
late. 
In economizing, the oompany 
has changed the run of some of the 
passenger crews. 
By these changes, 
some of 
the engineers are placed on 
the “ chain gang,” as the railroad men 
express it. The change will take them 
out 
of # town 
four 
days 
one 
week, and leave them In
